Bolduc,  in-  this  second  narrative,  which  relates  wholly 
to  his  travels  and  work  in  the  Oregon  Territory,  discusses  McLoughlin 
and  Douglass,  tells  of  his  voyage  on  the  Beaver;  describes  Puget  Sound, 
the  Cowlitz  Valley,  the  Willamette,  and  the  Forts  and  Trading  posts;

government  by  putting  it  out  of  sight;  and  proposed  a  scheme  of  civil 
government  .  .  .  which  while  it  existed  must  be  recognized.  ’  ’  He  ap¬ 
pointed  a  day  for  the  first  election  and  divided  the  territory  into  ten 
districts  for  the  election  of  37  delegates,  and  even  named  the  salaries 
which  the  appointive  officers  should  receive.  This  proclamation  did  not 
please  the  people  of  California,  who  at  once  met  and  appointed  delegates 
to  a  constitutional  convention  to  be  held  at  a  much  earlier  date  than  that 
required  by  Eiley.

There  is  no  record  of  sale  at  auction  of  the  broadside  of  which  the 
above  is  the  original,  and  apparently  the  only  copy  known  is  in  the 
Bancroft  library.  The  conditions  existing  in  San  Erancisco  immediately 
preceding  the  issuance  of  this  proclamation  were  most  exciting,  there 
being  a  self-styled  Legislature  endeavoring  to  usurp  municipal  control. 
The  old  council  of  1848  had  not  yet  dissolved,  but  was  ignored  by  those 
elected  in  Dec.  1848  and  Jan.  1849.  Excitement  ran  high,  public  meet¬ 
ings  were  held,  members  of  both  councils  resigned,  and  a  legislative  and 
Justice  of  Peace  form  of  government  was  adopted.  They  abolished  the 
office  of  Alcalde  and  forcibly  took  the  town  documents  and  official  papers. 
At  this  point  Gov.  Eiley  issued  this  proclamation.  These  incidents  immedi¬ 
ately  preceded  the  calling  together  of  the  delegates  from  the  country  at 
large  to  meet  at  Monterey  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  State  constitu¬ 
tion  by  the  issuing  of  the  celebrated  Proclamation  of  June  3rd  (see  pre¬ 
ceding  number) .

Apparently  the  only  known  copy.  Not  in  Anbury’s  Cartography  of 
California;  unrecorded  by  Bancroft;  we  are  unable  to  trace  a  copy  in 
any  of  the  collections  consulted.  Alexander  Zakreski,  an  ex-Polish  officer 
and  early  California  pioneer,  is  known  to  have  drawn  the  “Official  Map 
of  San  Francisco,  1849,”  and  to  have  published  another  map  of  the  City 
in  1851.  This  map  of  the  Mining  Eegions  seems,  however,  to  be  the 
only  existing  example  of  the  pioneer  lithographer’s  work  in  mapping 
the  Gold  Diggings  and  Districts.  It  covers  the  region  from  the  Sierras 
to  the  Coast  and  from  San  Jose  northward  to  Bedding’s  Ranch  on  the 
Sacramento,  showing  all  the  towns  and  camps;  the  roads  and  trails  from 
camp  to  camp;  the  various  rivers  with  their  tributaries,  and  names  the 
important  creeks  flowing  into  them.

The  work  was  first  brought 
to  the  attention  of  students  of  the  subject  in  1915,  by  Seymour  Dunbar, 
in  his  “History  of  Travel  in  America.”  In  Vol.  IV  of  that  work  he  re¬ 
produced  the  map  in  photographic  facsimile,  and  gave  it  the  name  of  ‘  ‘  The 
Eubber  Stamp  Map,”  by  which  it  has  since  been  styled.  The  map  itself 
(due  to  the  rapidly  changing  conditions  prevailing  at  the  period  of  its 
creation)  is  the  most  remarkable  cartographical  portrayal  of  the  North¬ 
west.  When  it  was  being  lithographed  the  Territory  of  Idaho  included  all 
the  country  now  embraced  in  Montana,  Idaho  and  Wyoming,  and  the 
printed  map  so  indicates.  But  before  the  book  was  ready  for  issuance  the 
region  was  divided  and  renamed,  and  it  became  necessary  to  alter  the  map 
accordingly.  So  the  new  boundary  lines  were  drawn  on  the  map  by  hand, 
in  colors,  and  the  names  ‘  ‘  Montana  ’  ’  and  ‘  ‘  Idaho  ’  ’  were  put  in  by  rubber 
stamps  over  the  original  ‘  ‘  Idaho  ’  ’  as  printed,  and  Wyoming  was  left  with¬ 
out  any  name.  In  the  meantime,  also,  the  new  gold  discoveries  in  Montana 
had  resulted  in  the  birth  of  settlements  there,  and  so  the  names  of  “Silver- 
bow  City,  ”  “  Cottonwood,  ”  “  Blackf oot  City  ’ '  and  ‘  ‘  Helena  ’  ’  were  put 
in  by  hand.  Then  the  long  overland  route  was  indicated  in  red  by  a  brush, 
the  gold  discoveries  were  similarly  shown  in  yelloAv,  and  the  map  and  guide 
finally  published  without  ever  catching  up  with  the  human  movement  then 
in  progress.

The  rich  discov¬ 
eries  of  1862  are  recounted;  a  list  of  the  122  placer-mining  gulches  is 
given;  the  names  and  feats  of  the  pioneers  are  recited;  the  Vigilantes’ 
activities  are  set  forth;  the  country  is  described;  and  23  pages  are  occupied 
by  the  “Pioneer  Directory  of  the  Metropolis  of  Montana.”

Of  excessive  rarity,  there  being  no  record  of  the  publication  in  either 
the  Berrien  or  Woodward  collections.  It  was  printed  on  the  same  press 
that  Elder  Hyde  set  up  for  printing  the  Constitution  of  Deseret  and  other 
official  literature,  and  was  the  final  work  of  the  sort  done  by  the  Mormons 
at  Kanesville,  which  was  evacuated  by  them  in  the  summer  of  1852. 

The  paper  is  of  extreme  historical  importance,  containing  official  news 
from  Salt  Lake  City ;  articles  on  the  Church ’s  relation  to  the  U.  S.  Govern¬ 
ment;  and  material  dealing  with  the  emigrations  to  California,  Oregon  and 
Utah,  then  in  active  progress.  It  published  “Lists  of  California  Emi- 
grante  that  have  arrived  on  this  frontier”;  the  “Laws  and  Resolutions  of 
the  Cassville  and  Beetown  Emigrating  Company”;  the  arrival  and  make¬ 
up  of  the  Prairie  River  Co.,  the  Missouri  and  Iowa  Mining  Company,  the 
loAva  and  Wisconsin  Emigrating  Company,  the  Eagle  Prairie  Co.,  the  Red 
Bud  Co.,  and  others.  Its  figures  for  1850  (published  in  June)  show  that 
4,500  wagons  and  22,000  head  of  stock  had  already  passed  through  Kanes¬ 
ville  that  year.  Elder  Hyde  led  the  last  detachment  of  Mormons  westward 
from  Kanesville  in  1852,  selling  his  printing  office  and  paper  to  Jacob 
Dawson.

The  Mormons  armed  themselves,  fortified  their  towns  and 
defied  the  officers  of  the  law’ ;  the  militia  of  the  State  w’as  called  out  by 
the  governor  and  forced  the  Mormons  to  surrender  their  arms,  sign  over 
their  land,  and  leave  the  state.  In  this  pamphlet  Taylor  presents  the 
Mormon  side  of  the  affair  and  does  so  in  no  gentle  terms.

We  find  no  record  either  of  the  previous  appearance  of  a  set,  or  any  part 
of  this  extraordinarily  important  historical  record.  The  ‘  ‘  Rapports  sur 
les  Missions”  (see  preceding  number)  came  to  an  abrupt  stop  (under  that 
name)  in  1874,  as  the  result  of  a  controversy  between  the  French  and 
Canadian  Church  authorities.  Refusing  to  comply  with  the  mandates  of 
the  parent  organization,  they  transferred  the  seat  of  their  activities  and 
printing  to  Montreal,  continuing  their  field  work  and  historical  chronicles 
under  the  title  of  the  ‘  ^  Annales  ’  ’  here  described,  issuing  the  volumes  at 
the  rate  of  about  three  each  year.  The  first  number  contained  a  letter 
from  General  O.  O.  Howard  regarding  affairs  in  Oregon,  the  Indians, 
native  polygamy,  the  Chinook  Jargon  and  kindred  matters ;  and  thence¬ 
forth  for  37  years  the  reports  regularly  contained  vast  quantities  of  ma¬ 
terial  unavailable  elsewhere  and  dealing  with  the  American  West  and 
Northwest.  The  letters  and  journals  herein  printed  relate  to  life  and 
conditions  in  Oregon;  the  Sitting  Bull  troubles;  Minnesota  affairs;  the 
early  success  of  the  North  W^'est  Catholic  Missions;  Non-success  of  the 
Protestants;  Indian  Legends;  Travels,  Adventures  and  work  in  the  Mac¬ 
kenzie  River  Region;  in  the  Saskatchewan  Country;  in  Vancouver;  in  the 
Red  River  and  Lake  Athabasca  Country;  in  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Country;

Lander  crossed  the  continent  with  the  Stevens  Expedition,  as  Estimating 
Engineer  of  the  Northern  Pacific  Eailroad  Governmental  Expedition.  He 
suggested  the  desirability  of  a  more  southern 'route  into  Washington  Ter¬ 
ritory  to  connect  at  the  South  Pass  Avith  a  central  railroad  to  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  Stevens  thereupon  directed  Lander  to  undertake  such  an  explora¬ 
tion,  but  this  order  was  subsequently  countermanded  by  the  government, 
though  both  Houses  of  the  Territorial  Legislature  of  Washington  ap¬ 
proved  the  plan.

His  work  is  perhaps  the 
most  important,  and  for  the  date,  the  most  extensive  of  any  that  had  ap¬ 
peared,  being  prepared  for,  and  presented  to,  the  St.  Louis  Eailroad  Con¬ 
vention  (see  the  next  No.).

The  author  car¬ 
ried  the  Convention,  securing  its  endorsement  of  his  route  by  way  of  the 
South  Pass  and  Humboldt  into  the  Sacramento  Valley,  as  opposed  to  the 
more  southerly  route  urged  by  Fremont,  Maury  and  Benton.

Of  superlative  rarity,  and  of  the  greatest  historical  interest  and  sig¬ 
nificance.  We  are  unable  to  trace  any  other  copy.  Heretofore  Carver  has 
been  given  credit  for  being  the  first  to  suggest  the  building  of  a  future 
transcontinental  railroad  to  the  Pacific,  through  the  medium  of  his  articles 
published  in  the  N.  Y.  Courier  and  Inquirer  in  1832.  But  this  tract  (pos¬ 
sibly  the  work  of  Strickland,  who  was  sent  to  Europe  by  the  Pennsylvania 
Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Internal  Improvements,  to  report  on  the  ad¬ 
visability  of  railroads  in  America)  is  dated  1825,  thus  antedating  Carver 
by  seven  years.  It  is  a  discussion  of  the  previous  development  of  trans¬ 
portation  facilities  in  this  country,  an  argument  in  favor  of  railmads 
(with  full-page  illustrations  of  a  railway  train  and  tracks),  and  sugges¬ 
tions  regarding  their  future  use  and  value. 

In  it  the  author  says  that  railroads  will  be  known  as  the  only  rational 
means  of  conveyance,  and  confidently  anticipates  the  period  “When  the 
INHABITANTS  OF  ASTORIA  ON  THE  PACIFIC,  AND  PHILADELPHIA  ON  THE  AT¬ 
LANTIC,  SHALL  BY  THIS  INVENTION,  BE  CONVERTED  INTO  NEIGHBORS.  ’  ’  He 
says  also:  “.  .  .  The  village  of  Astoria  on  the  Columbia  or  Oregon  River, 
will,  when  a  railroad  may  be  constructed,  be  considered  in  a  commercial 
view,  at  no  further  distance  from  us  than  the  city  of  Lancaster  is  at  pres¬ 
ent”;  and:  “at  the  rate  of  15  miles  an  hour  (the  estimated  velocity  in 
England)  Astoria  may  be  visited  from  Philadelphia  in  ten  days!  !  !  ” 

In  this  tract  of  1825,  it  seems  virtually  certain,  has  finally  been  dis¬ 
covered  the  first  suggestion  of  an  American  transcontinental  railroad.

Prince  Paul  made  two  trips  West  of  the  Mississippi:  the  first  in  1822-4 
and  the  second  to  the  Yellowstone  in  1830.  From  the  make-up  of  the 
above  volume  it  would  appear  that  one  copy  of  the  book  was  printed  for 
the  author’s  inspection,  as  a  sample,  in  1828;  and  that  it  lay  in  the 
printer’s  hands  while  Prince  Paul  was  on  his  second  expedition.  The 
author  has  added  “Erste”  to  the  title,  thus  making  it  the  First  Voyage, 
and  evidently  intending  to  write  a  separate  account  of  his  second  journey. 
He  has  also  crossed  out  the  imprint  and  wu’iten  ‘‘Gedruckt  1833,”  thus 
establishing  the 'exact  time  of  this  revision,  which  was  three  years  before 
the  work  wms  finally  issued  with  the  imprint;  “Stuttgart  und  Tubingen, 
J.  G.  Cotta,  1835.”  (Wagner  49). 

Wagner  says:  “In  1830  Prince  Paul  made  a  second  trip,  this  time  to 
the  Yellowstone.  Beyond  a  few  notes  referring  to  this  second  expedition 
in  1830  attached  to  the  above,  I  have  seen  nothing  published  about  it.” 
The  few  notes  to  which  Wagner  refers  are  in  manuscript  in  this  copy.
